ABOARD A TRAIN 


Flight of Convicted Man 


from Los Angeles is Told 


by Witness. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 16.—James B. 
IcNamara's flight from Los Angeles 
after .he blew up the 'Times building 


;there on Oct.. 1, 1910, .his expressed,.hope 
that the 'explosion would 'be attributed 
'to. escaping g*s .and his reported pur-

Eckhoff, a "neighbor and friend of the

- "I met James B. there," said Eckhoff. 
"He had disguised himself as much as 
possible. He appeared desperate and 
talked of killing himself. .Then he. asked 
me if I -noticed in the newspapers 
whether people thought the explosion 
was' caused by escaping gas in the base- 
ment.

One thing he said he wanted 'done was 


to .kill Miss Mary C. Dye, a stenogra- 
pher at union headquarters in Indian- 
agolis. 
He said she knew too much 


about dynamiting and he proposed we 
talk with J. J. about having her got- 
ten out of the way. He said he thought 
it would be a good idea'if I followed 
her on ft train and put a small bomb 
under her timed so that it would ex- 
plode after I got off the train. 


At the Nabb home was J. B.'s mother 


and Howard Isabb, his brother-in-law. 
The mother wanted to know what her 
son was worrying about. He told her it

SHE TELLS THEM WHY 


Little .Bock, Nov. VJ.T—Calhoun coun- 


ty has a woman expert farmer in Miss 
Mae Patterson, twenty-year-old daugh- 
ter of W. J. Patterson, of .Hampton. 


0, L. Poole, J. L. Hollingaworth and 


H. B. Dunn, prominent citizens of th« 
county, make the following affidavits 


"We, 
tho undersigned citizens of 


Hampton, Calhoun^ county, do hereby 
certify that we made a personal exam- 
ination of Miss Mae Patterson's acre 
of corn, raised by her under the super- 
vision of the agricultural department 
of the United States. That we took 
from said patch of corn two hills, one 
having ten ears of corn and the other 
eleven. That said acre of corn ran from 
three ears to the hill to eleven j that 
five or six ears to the hill of. stalk wai 
an average of the entire patch. 


"Wo further sertify that said corn 


patch was the best that we ever saw 
grown in the state. The corn from said 
patch was not gathered at the time of 
our. examination, but we believe when 
gathered it will yield'more than one 
hundred bushels to the acre." 


This is the second crop Miss Patter- 


son has raised under • farm demonstra- 
tion methods. The farm on which she 
lives with her father has been in con- 
tinuous cultivation for sixty-two years. 
In Iflll Miss Patterson had one 'acre of 
ground measured off. On it she raised- 
57 1-2 bushels of corn, 22 bushels pf 
stock peas and two tons of pea-v^ne hay 
and gathered 600 bundles of fodder. So 
far as reported, she is the only young 
woman in the state to try intensive 
farming under the supervision of a dem- 
onstrator. 


The acre she selected for her 1912 


experiment was part of a field that had 
been under sod and Bermuda grass for 
fourteen years. 


Her -method of paring the land and 


cultivating the crop was as follows: To 
break ground four inches deep -with 
two-horse 
turninf 
plough and then 


cross-plough eleven inches 
deep,' not 


using the harrow at all Prolific seed- 
corn was selected, which -was planted 
by hand in rows four feet apart and 
the_ corn three feet apart in the drill. 


For the first cultivation she scraped 


the.ground with an Avery-head to get 
the Bermuda out of the hill, and then 
used a subsoiler and heel^sweep. 
The 


middles were then ploughed out -with 
the same tools. She then ran one fur- 
row to one side with a shovel plough 
and in this furrow spread three sacks 
of commercial fertilizer, after 
-which 


she again ploughed the middles with a 
shovel-plough 
and 
heol-sweep. * The 


third • ploughing was done with a shorl 
shovel plough and a 22-inch heel-sweep 


Next she spread 150 pounds of nitrate 


of soda over the acre, ploughing it un- 
der with a 20-inch heel-sweep and short 
subsoiler as a fourth and final plough 
ine--

On account of there being such a rank

Young at Garrett has been the giving 
.to the city of its public cemetery, the 
Calvary cemetery, " and the establish- 
ment at Garrett of the Sacred Heart 
hospital. He saw the need of a" hospital 
in the town because of the fact that it 
was a\ division of a great railroad, the 
location of its shops, and the home of 
large numbers of its employes, and he 
set to work to build. 


Its' cost was .462.000'. It is one of 


the best equipped hospitals of its size 
in the state. Built at first with'the 
idea of making it available for the sick 
and injured railroad '-employes, it has 
become a hospital for all ther people, 
without regard to religious denomina- 
tional lines, and is extensively patron- 
ized. It was dedicated by Bishop Aler- 
ding on May 17, 1903. On the fac% of 
its corner stone the na'me of Father 
Young is inscribed. The Franciscan sis- 
ters have it in charge. Its patients come 
not__alone from Garrett, but from all 
the surrounding country, and it is most 
efficiently managed.

But great as has been this work in 


the good results brought, it is not the 
measure -of the beneficence of Father 
Youn£ in the community in which he 
has lived for so many years, and which 
has mad» him so highly esteemed 
by 


Protestants and Catholics alike. Added 
to this must come his personal charity,

' In his mission work he went to Gar- 
rett before its birth as.a. town.

He' said the people 'of this 
state have made, great headway in. the 
scientific growing and -packing of ap- 
ples and that jndiana is .beginning to \ 
take its proper place in the front rank 1 
of apple states.

Mr. Vandeman has judged the plate 


and tray classes, and said-the exhibits, 
as a whole, are worthy of being placed 
in apple shows in al! parts of the coun- 
try. 
One of the important" things in 


fruit growing, he said, .it the proper 
packing and grading for the market and 
the exhibits show that these have been 
studied carefully. 


In comparing the Indiana fruit with 


that cf other states, Mr. Vanderaan 
spoke of what he knows by observation, 
for he has been engaged in the study 
of apple culture nearly half a century.

The Netterfield Case. 


For many years attention has been 


called to the dangers incident to school 
children crossing the railroad tracks at 
Boonc street. 
Many children living in 


that part of the city to the north who 
attend the Nebraska school invariably 
cross the Lake Kri" and Western tracks 
at this point going to and from school. 
Conditions calculated to alarm parents 
were presented constantly, yet appar- 
ently none heeded the warnings, and 
last week a little boy was caught be- 
neath the wheels of a switch engine, 
suffering the loss of one of his limbs. 
His leg was crushed in such horrible 
manner that amputation was made nec- 
essary. 


Both children and adults have utilized 


the railroad right-of-way for years as 
a thoroughfare. Almost every day one 
can see little boys and girls crossing 
the tracks at noon time, and occasion- 
ally the little ones in their haste ven- 
ture in climbing over the box cars to 
get across. 
The illustration on this 


page shows some tiny girls in the act 
of climbing over a string of cars at the 
same place where'Paul Netterfield lost 
his leg last -week.

Woodrow Wilson announced last night 
that he will call congress together in 
extraordinary session" not later than 
April 15 of next year to revise the tariff. 


His statement, made public on the 


eve of his departure for a. four weeks' 
vacation in Bermuda, is as follows: 


"I shall call congress together in ex- 


traordinary session not later than April 
15. I shall do this not only because I 
think that the pledges of the party 
ought to be redeemed as promptly as 
possible, but also because I know it to 
be in the interest of business that all 
uncertainty as to what the particular 
items of tariff revision are to be should 
be removed as soon as possible." 


Course Urged by leaders. 


Oov. Wilson ha« been urged to this 


course since his election by the leaders 
Of his party, by senators and represen- 
tatives in congress and by the business 
men of the country. 


Since Nov. 5 he has had laid before 


him the views of many men whose opin- 
ions bear weight in the consideration of 
a question of such importance. 


Not all of this mass of opinion has 


been of the same tenor, but the consen- 
sus of views has been in favor of imme- 
diate action. 


While the platform adopted at Balti- 


more declared the democratic party be- 
lieves that any other tariff than one

Democrats at Capital Commend Wilson's 


Decision. 


Washington, Nov. 16.—General ap- 


proval was voiced in democratic circles 
last night over President-elect Wilson's 
decision to call an extra session of con- 
gress to revise the tariff. The announce- 
ment was in line with the almost uni- 
versal recommendation of senate and 
house leaders and it met instant response 
last night from Speaker Clark^ Senator 
Williams, William Jennings Bryan and 
from Senator Dixon, Col. 
Roosevelt's 


campaign manager. 


Earlier in the day Speaker Clark had 


voiced his desire for the' extra session in 
strong terms. A similar statement had 
been made early in the week by Senator 
Martin, democratic leader of the senate. 
The news from New York cleared tho 
congressional air from the uncertainty 
that has existed and paved the way for 
active work on the port of democratic 
managers during the coming weeks in 
preparation for the April convening of 
the tariff session. 


Some republican opposition to the spe- 


cial session was apparent among mem- 
bers in the capital. Although the white 
house would not comment upon tho an- 
nouncement from New York, friends of 
President Taft said the latter had hoped 
the democrats would not, bring on any 
further "disturbance of business.' Sen- 
ator McCurober. of North Dakota, re- 
publican.- expressed another republican 
view, namely, that he favored "getting 
it over with." In all democratic quar- 
ters, however, the extra sesVion was 
stronglv approved. 


Wise Thing, Says Bryan. 


William Jennings Bryan, when in- 


formed of Gov. Wilson's' annoimccTncnt, 
said that the president-elect had "done 
the wise thing." 


"I am very glad to hear that Gov. 


Wilson has determined ot call the extra, 
session." he said. "It was the wise thing 
to do, and I expected that it would be 
done." 


Senator John Sharp Williams, of Mis- 


sissippi, long democratic leader of the 


house and a democratic leader in the 
senate, saidi 


"I think we would be stultifying our- 


selves if after putting the tariff revision 
bills up to a republican president as wo 
did to President Taft last session we 
should fail to show our purpose of put- 
ting up these revision bills to a demo- 
cratic president." 


Senator Dixon, of Montana, chairman 


of the progressive national committee, 
said: 
"I think Wilson haa done the 


wise thing in calling an extra session. 
This secures the administration and the 
democratic party an opportunity to put 
into actual practice their promises made 
during the campaign. The country will 
soon have an opportunity to judge of 
democratic performances." 


Senator MaCumber, of North Dakota, 


expressed the republicaan view, Baying: 


"I suppose the sooner he starts th.»

women of Podgoritza waited throughout 
one long day, hearing the firing that sent 
its echoes over the mountains. Then a 
messenger cume running into the city, 
shouting that 
the 
Montenegrins had 


en '1 uzi, tlie Turkish fort, a few miles 


over tin- hills. 


The women, by scores, left 'the town 
nil tramped to the Ijiittlelield, mothers, 
wives ami 
sweethearts, seeking their 


lead or woumbd men. 


There WHS no weeping, nr wailing. 
The women, using rarls. horses and 


sometimes thi-ir own shoulders, carried 
their loved ones, or their corpses, hack 
to Podgoritza, along the roads wliich n 
few hours before the soldiers had paced 
so bravely. 


That night scene along the mountain 


roads, with the flickering lanterns, the 
ramshackle cart«, the struggling forms 
of men, and the plodding women, is, per- 
haps, one of the strangest in the history 
of warfare.
